Does he spend 
his time in women’s company at parties, she in 
men’s company. Then, says the marriage counsel¬ 
lor, “there’s an emotional need that isn’t satisfied 
by the marriage.** 

Do they insult each other—tell pointed stories 
against each other—in public without smiling? 
Does either one become annoyed at the other’s 
a d vi ce e ven if it is r e a s o n abl e advice? 

Does the husband treat the wife with exag¬ 
gerated politeness in company—putting on a big 
•how? Do husband and wife contradict each other’s 
orders to the children? Is either partner a dictator?

Those are the points for marriage-watchers to 
check. Right at the end, the article says tjiat “if 
it’s your own marriage under scrutiny,’’ and you 
make a bad score, -take corrective steps. 

What corrective steps? It doesn’t say. 

However, I think I know some ill-tempered 
miserly husbands married to shrewish vixens of 
wives, who show all those symptoms and a few 
others that the marriage counsellor didn’t think of. 

In spite of it ail, they stay married. What does 
the marriage counsellor say about a marriage that 
has been on the vei^ge of collapse for 25 years— 
40 years? a <* ** 

Perhaps people like this enjoy being miserable. 
Or perhaps, on the other band, they are truly fond 
of one another, but enjoy putting on an act to fool 
busybody marriage analysts who keep staring 
at them. .. • .

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Who Is Sincere? 


B ertrand russelL «sv*s it as 

his opinion that Russia sincerely 
wants disarmament but the West 
does not. He Is a well-known British 
philosopher and mathematician, but 
at 88 years of age perhaps his logic 
leads him astray. Certainly it is not 
easy to agree with him. 

Quite conceivably Russia would 
like now to disarm, having achieved 
much of its purpose in the cold-war 
period since 1945. It has enough on 
its hands to continue tlje^ndustrial 
progress which has made suefr large 
strides in the Soviet state during the 
last decade. Many of its political 
aims have been reached and it has 
a strangle-hold on half of Europe. 
To puggest that by contrast the West 
Is insincere in its disarmament pro¬ 
posals, however is rather like letting 
down his own side. 

The West would match Russian 
disarmament tomorrow if sure that 
it could trust Soviet Russia. It might 
well be that Russia does not trust 
the West either, but that does not 
help the NATO allies. Nor does it 
make their distrust unreasonable or 
their intentions obstructive. The 


risk involved is too immense for 
western leaders to ignore. It is sug¬ 
gested that the latter are simply 
playing the game of prestige, but if 
that is so Russia has certainly set 
them an example along this line. 

No matter how Russia might view 
the West, the West cannot dismiss its 
own view of Russia. Nothing in the 
record of Soviet postwar aggression 
or broken promises suggests that the 
West can lightly take the Russian 
word. The opposite is in fact the 
case. ObvidUsly therefore there must 
be some means of guaranteeing that 
parties to disarmament will abide by 
their signatures. 

One does not suppose that West¬ 
ern leaders are purely altruistic anv 
more than Russian leaders are; each 
aide of necessity has to protect its 
owp interests. It is the west how¬ 
ever which has offered to open up 
its territories to the kind of inspec¬ 
tion control without which disarma¬ 
ment would be a mockery, but Russia 
has rejected any sweeping controls 
of this nature. That should be some 
test of sincerity, even if Bertrand 
Russell’s philosophy takes no account 
of it 


Service to Nation 


# T r HE annual appeal to the public 
T ' by the Canadian Red Cross 
opened thi* week, in support of the 
continuing service which the volun¬ 
tary organization gives to the nation 
and through kindred agencies to the 
free world. ' It Is hoped to indie 
$79,000 in the Greater Victoria arga 
in support of an increasing volume 
of service along traditional lines. 
While there are numerous and at 
times conflicting appeals made on 
behalf of charitable causes, the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross occupies a unique 
position in its field. Its efforts are 
on behalf of humanity alike in war 
and in peace; concerned with daily 
needs such as the blood donor 
service, and equally with civil or 
other disaster at the national level. 

For the most part the public takes 
this service for granted, without 
always realizing that its continuing 
value depends upon a high degree oh 
individual training, coupled with 
voluntary effort for which there, is 
little recompense other than the 
knowledge or a good job well done. 
Yet even a voluntary organization 


cannot carry on without the neces¬ 
sary outlay of funds for fixed charges 
and budgetary items inescapable in 
the nature of the work that is done. 

In growing communities across 
Canada, the obligations of the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross and its opportunities 
for service are increasing in like pro¬ 
portion; and this of course holds true 
of the Greater Victoria area. 

Canadians have supported the 
efforts of the Canadian Red Cross 
since its inception, with warm mem¬ 
ories of its fine response in two world 
conflicts when hundreds of thousands 
of citizen-soldiers were on the battle 
lines. Canada has had relatively few 
peacetime disasters, and those have 
been limited to comparatively small 
crises, such as a regional flood or a 
coal mine’s collapse. It Ls, however, 
its ability to step into any breach 
with trained and waiting personnel 
that makes this organization and its 
devoted efforts indispensable. We

T HERE was an item in the paper 
the other day about the ticklish 
problem of a soldier wearing a decora- 

< tion he won while 
fighting against the 
uniform be now 
serves. 

Should he be 
allowed to wear it?

case might be made out in his favor. 

Standard military protocol is that 
one* wears only the decorations of 
one's own country, or by grace of 
authority those beieowed by an ally 
in war. I presume there is no instance 
of a nation giving a medal to someone 
on the enemy side. 

Not in war anyway. 

I believe it was a German officer 
who first told Colonel Merritt, a 
prisoner in German hands, that he 
had won the VC. And congratulated 
him tod. But that was somewhat 
differertt. k 

It is peacetime that creates the 
paradox. 

* ★ t * —' 

The soldier in question, I learn, 
is a German who elected* to stay In 
England after he was released from 
a PoW camp. He is the holder of 
the Iron Cross, first class, which he 
won as a sergeant for 19 commando- 
type raids and 52 fighting patrols. 

About a year ago he enlisted in 
the Territorials of the British Army 
and his OC says he is a Up-top soldier. 
But rules are rules and unless he 
gets special dispensation he can't 
wear his German decoration. 

The German-Briton advances the 
argument that West Germany la now 
part of NATO and that makes Ger¬ 
many an ally of Britain. However 
he “doesn't want to upset my col¬ 
leagues.” This seems to be an 
example of the evil that nations do 
living after them. 

I suppose if he hadn’t fou ght 
against British troops at all authority 
might be Inclined to stretch a point. 
He won his Iron Cross on the Russian 
front This poses an Interesting query. 

There, must be numerous Allied 
soldiers wearing Russian decorations 
and vice versa, exchanged during a 
period of amity because they were 
sll on the same side. Supposing an¬ 
other war, this time with Soviet 
Russia, would protocol force Russian¬ 
decorated Allied soldiers to throw 
away their Soviet medals?

This leads to another, admittedly 
quite lantastic thought Butthen war 
itself is fantastic when you think the 
business through. Let us fancy how¬ 
ever that in the middle of the Western 
Desert campaign Rommel had got 
fed up with Hitler and decided to 


T IE Central Tr**ty Organization 
(CENTO), the fifth anniversary 
of which fell last week, .is s link in 
the great defensive chain which runs 
around the periphery of the Eurasian 
land mass from Norway to the Philip- * 
pines. Formosa and Japan. The mem¬ 
bership of Turkey and of the United 
Kingdom links it with NATO and the 
membership of Pakistan and the 
United Kingdom links it with SEATO.* 

The United States, which is a 
member of both NATO and SEATO, 
is also closely associated with CENTO. 
It participates in the work of its 
committees. It has declared that “a 
threat to the territorial integrity or 
political independence” of its mem¬ 
bers “would be viewed by the United 
States with the utmqpt gravity.’* And 
It has made bilateral agreements for 
mutual security and defence with 
each of the three Middle Eastern or 
South Asian members—Iran, Pakistan 
and Turkey. 


The need for such a pact cannot 
be in doubt. For Western countries 
the area with which the pact is con- 
cerned may be called the Middle East; 
for the Russians it is the immediate 
south. The persistence of Russia’s 
southward urge is a matter of history. 
Since the end of the 17th century 
Turkey has had to fight 12 separate 
wars with Russia and Iran, has been 
attacked three times. Both have had 
to yield territory. 

Small wonder therefore that In 
face of the still continuing Russian 
threat. Turkey and Iraq and the other 
mefhbers should have spontaneously 
joined together in the Baghdad Pact 
(as It was then called) and that 
despite Iraq’s withdrawal it should 
have continued in full force. No treaty 
in modem time* has been so unjustly 
maligned, and the reason for this 
is plain. It was, and is, virulently 
attacked by Moscow because Moscow

cannot bear to see any of Russia’a 
neighbors joining together for mutual 
defence. It has been bitterly aasailed 
by Cairo because of rivalry between 
Cairo and Baghdad. 


From the military point of view 
the pact has brought a sense of 
companionship and reassurance to a 
vulnerable part of the world which 
lies in the path of long-standing 
Russian ambition. Let us never forget 
that In 194(1 when Molotov was dis¬ 
cussing the future of the world with 
Ribbentrop he said that “the area 
south of Batum and Baku in the 
general direction df the Persian Gulf 
should be recognized ss the centre of 
the aspirations of the Soviet Union.’* 

But it Is far from being a military 
fact only. Indeed its economic aspect 
is of no less importance. 

In the field of financial and tech¬ 
nical assistance for the less advanced 
countries on‘ the basis of self-help, 
CENTO takes its place beside the 
great agencies of the United States 
*rd of the United Nations on the one 
hand, and a regional organization like 
the Colombo Plan on the other. Tur¬ 
key, Iran and Pakistan have con¬ 
tinued to receive grants under United 
States programs and Pakistan has 
hid aid from the United Kingdom. 
Canada. Australia and New Zealand 
under the Coldmbo Plan. 

★ * * 

But in its own right CENTO al¬ 
ready has an impressive record and 
holds out great promise for the fu¬ 
ture. The sphere in which it most 
usefully operates is not in massive 
financing but In the field of technical 
training and expert assistance in the 
planning and execution of projects.

There have also been American 
and British grants for telecommuni¬ 
cations, roads and railways for 
equipment and staff for an interna¬ 
tional centre on animal reproduction 
in Pakistan, equipment for veterinary 
studies in Iran, for experts in pest 
control and equipment-for a soil fer¬ 
tility survey In Pakistan. Britain has 
supplied X-ray apparatus for tubercu¬ 
losis centres in Turkey, Iran and 
Pakistan and has sent a nursing team 
to Tabriz In Iran. 

In the field of technical education, 
Britain is providing equipment for 
engineering and physics laboratories 
at the Middle East technical univer 
sity and specialist staff. Including 
professors of engineering, physics . 
and public administration. These are 
typical examples of the kind of help 
provided.

Most of the financial and technical 
assistance under the pact is naturally 
provided by the United States and 
Britain. In January, 1959^0^ United 
Kingdom promised to mak^provision 
In each financial year for a rate of 
expenditure of £850,000 sterling per 
annum.

Plates good for the life of the car 
Itself and immovably attached to it 
would simplify provincial records,

Instead 
of a million steel plates having to be 
manufactured every year, only to be 
thrown away 12 months later, one 
set would identify the car until its 
own old age removed it from the 
register. 

The annual change of plates pro¬ 
vides the police with an easy way of 
checking as to whether or not cars 
have been relicensed, but stickers or 
tabs should serve ^he purpose just as 
effectively.

With begonia-starting time upon 
us. I think I should point out some 
of the dangers attendant to this pro¬ 
cess. Lots of gardeners. I know, 
simply bung each tuber into a cut- 
down milk bottle carton filled with 
garden dirt and get away with it, 
but only too often this slap-dash 
method results In rptted tubers. 

You see. watering is desperately 
critical In the early stages. When you 
first plant your begonia tuber, it 
has no roots at all. and no means of 
taking in moistiire except the little 
it absorbs through its hide. Soggy 
soil at this point is a sure road to 
disaster. 

The trick here is to maintain the 
toil only just barely moist. — just 
enough to coax the roots out. so to 
speak, increasing very gradually at 
the tuber develops the means of tak¬ 
ing in water. 

★ ★ ★ 

Using garden soil. It isn’t easy to 
maintain just the right degree of 
moisture, and for this reason, I al¬ 
ways root my begonia tubers in 
shallow boxes or seed flats filled with 
straight peat moss. — 

This material is sterile to start 
with, containing no rot organisms to 
attack the bulbs, 'and as excess water 


runs straight through the moes. 
watering is considerably less critical 
than with soil. —- 

The peat should be just nicely 
moist—neither bone dry nor sloppy 
wet — and the test is to grab a hand¬ 
ful and squeeze. It should feel damp 
to the touch, but you shouldn't be 
able to wring any moisture out of 
it This is packed in the box fairly 
firmly, and levelled off. 

♦ * ★ 

Before inserting the bulbs, It is 
good insurance to give them all a 
squirt of garden dust—anything you 
happen to have left over f^pm last 
season's operations. Bulb, dust is 
ideal, of course, but you can use 
tomato dust, potato dust, rose dust, 
or any of the all-purpose garden dusts 
which contain both an insecticide and 
a fungicide, protecting the tubers 
from pests and rot organisms. 

Each tuber is pushed into the 
peat with a twisting or screwing 
motion, leaving the top of the bulb 
level with the surface and exposed. 
Make sure you put them in right 
side up- the rounded surface is the 
bottom, the dished or saucer-shaped 
side is the top. and there should be 
ofle or two small pink growth buds 
emerging. 

a * a 

For the first few weeks, no light 
is needed, and any cosily warm spot 


will serve—I use a bench in my fur¬ 
nace • room, where the temperature 
stays around 72 degrees night and 
day. When the pink sprouts have 
made about an inch of growth, 
though, it is time to shift the box 
into full sunlight and a slightly lower 
temperature. 

During all this time, keep the peat 
moss nicely moistened, and try to 
avoid spilling water into the saucer- 
shaped depression in the top of each 
bulb. 

The sprouted bulbs must be shift¬ 
ed into soQ eventually, for peat mass 
contains no nutrients, and the time to 
make the move is when the little 
plants have made their first two 
leaves. 

Lift them carefully, taking a good 
ball of peat along with the roots, and 
pot them up individually, using a 
woodsy soil with enough course sand 
added to allow water to percolate 
freely through It. 

* A A 

While any pots or makeshift con¬ 
tainers will serve, 1 am very sold on 
the new consumable plant pots—Jiffy, 
Hartman, Ferto pots etc.—which are 
quite inexpensive. 

At planting-out time, these are set 
into the ground, pot and all. where¬ 
upon the fibre material rots sway, 
feeding the roots as it decomposes 
in the soil.

Defence Chiefs Pleased, Say Little 


First Conference Here Since *53 


Propaganda ‘Most Dangerous Weapon,’ Smile Best Defence—Admiral 


Defence chiefs of the Pacific 
Coast of North America con* 
ferred at Esquimalt yesterday 
on “defence matters of mutual 
Interest" and ended a morn- 
inf'a work iookinf pleased, but 
aayinf little. 

“Are you thinking in terms 
of nuclear or conventional at¬ 
tack?” a reporter asked at a 


press interview with the three 
admirals, four generals and 
one group captain. 

“I think that would be 
classified (secret),** Rear Ad¬ 
miral H. S. Ravner, Pacific 
Maritime Commander, replied 
pleasantly. 

And when the Colonist tried 
another specific question- 


whether or not the senior of¬ 
ficers were satisfied with the 
state of defence against sub¬ 
marine-borne missiles on the 
Pacific Coast—Admiral H. G. 
Hopwood. Commander-In-Chief 
of the US. Pacific Fleet, 
answered smiling: 

“A military man is never 
satisfied. If he is satisfied, he 
shouldn’t be In the job." 


But Admiral Hopwood had 
more to say about “the mogt

In the Far East 
alone, there were “about a 
billion people we can’t afford 
to lose to communism." 


The U.S. forces are edu¬ 
cating their personnel to carry 
on this fight, he said—“A 
smile is the same In any lan¬ 
guage. And by pushing what 
we call the president’s people- 
to-people program we find we 
are able to do a great deaL" 
All present seemed agreed 
on the excellence of co-opera¬
